CITY MISSIONS. 

The following is the conclusion of the notice 
furnished us, of the quarterly report of the City 
Missions, comprising the department of Tract Dis- 
tribution, and general summary, 


Tract Disrrrevrion, 





The Tract distribution is arranged in three 
general divisions, each of which is under the par- 
ticular care of one of the City Missionaries. As | 
a whole, this distribution is believed to be ina 
better condition than it ever has been—the dis- 
tricts being inore generally supplied with distrib- | 
uters, and the distributers, as a general thing, 
discharging their duties more faithfully. Still 
the return of the monthly reporte, by the distrib- 
uters, is quite defective, and is a source of much 
embarrassinentto the Miesionsries. One of them 
remarks in respect to if, “Some visitors who 
have been employed five or six months have 
never yet reported. Many important items are 
thus entirely overlooked and omitted. Ata late 
distributers’ monthly meeting, a superintendent 
of one of the subordinate divisions, mentioned the 
fact of two conversions, both of which were im- 
mediately the result of this effort.” On inquiry, 
the Missionary found that neither of them had 
been reported. “There are however,” the Mis- 
sionary adds, “some very favorable indications 
of the onward progress of this effort. The month- 
ly meetings for prayer and conference have 
been remarkably well sustained during the quar- 
ter. Those who take part in them seem to be 
deeply interested inthe work. A number of new 
converts, both male and female, have enlisted 
and work well; and if some plan could be adupt- 
ed to secure punctual and complet it 
seems that there would be nothing to hinder the 
consta: t and the effort.

barbarous fue. In fine, the melancholy situation 
of the people, the little prospect of assistance, the 
gross and scandalous abuse cast upon the officers 
in general, which is reflecting upon me in particu- 
lar, for suffering misconduct of such extraordinary 
kinds, and the distant prospect, ifany, of gaining 
honor and reputation in the service,—cause me to | 
lament the hour that gave me a commission, and 
would induce me at any other time than this of 
imminent danger, to resign, without one hesitating | 
moment, a command from which I never expect | 
to reap either honor or benetit; but, on the 
contrary, have almost an absolute certainty of in- 
curring displeasure below, while the murder of 
helpless families may be laid to my account here !
